Sony Computer Entertainment blew 
the roof off last month’s Electronic 
Entertainment Expo (E3) with its shock 
announcement of a new portable gaming 
machine, the PlayStation Portable (PSP). The 
news took the entire videogames industry by 
surprise, with not even a rumour of such an 
announcement emerging before the show. 

The machine was announced by Ken 
Kuturagi, President and CEO of Sony 
Computer Entertainment and the godfather of 
the PlayStation. He tantalisingly described it 
as “the Walkman of the 21st century", 



At its heart is a processor built using the 
latest 90nm semiconductor technology 

which means it’s going to be small and’ 

quick. Sony begins rolling out PC-based 
development hardware as soon as the 


Although specifics of the controller layout 
weren t outlined, some Sony sources hinted 
a cut-down version of the Dual Shock layout 
will be used, and that’s informed our artist's 
impression, above. Memory functions are 
handled by Sony’s Memory Stick device. 


Sony said the PSP will play back around two 
hours of DVD-quality video thanks to the use 
of MPEG 4 technology. MPEG 4 is the latest 
video compression standard, offering high 
quality at a low data rate. A low data rate 
means less processing power and memory 
space is required for high-quality video. 

MOVIES? PHOTOS? 

The screen will be approximately 4.5" in size, 
using the latest backlit TFT LCD technology. 
Some industry watchers are suggesting the 
16:9 aspect ratio (the same as a widescreen 
TV and most movies) means it’s been 
designed with watching movies in mind. 

Sony certainly has the content, through it’s 
Sony Pictures division, so don't rule this out. 

The new Sony-designed disc format, which 
carries 1.8Gb on a 60mm optical disc 
encased on a cartridge, is certainly big 
enough to store a movie, not to mention 
some very big games. Christened the 
Universal Media Disc (UMD), it may have the 
potential to replace Sony’s Minidisc format. 
Historically discs have been cheaper to

mass-produce than cartridges, so we should 
see games priced at a level below where 
GBA games are pitched now, which is 
often £30 or more. 

Built-in stereo speakers and a stereo 
headphone jack, something conspicuous 
by its absence on the GBA SP, mean that 
audiophiles are catered for. As the 
machine also has USB 2.0 connectivity (so 
it can be connected to a PC, PS2 or another 
PSP), expect to see the machine and the disc 
used for music playback as well as video and 
still image viewing.

Demand 
outstripped supply in the US when the 
Network Adaptor (sic) was launched. 

The Network Adapter can also be bought

£39.99, while SOCOM. complete with USB 
headset, is on sale at £49.99. The 
combination of very competitive pricing, i 
a long gestation period and high initial 
anticipation for online gaming on the 
PlayStation2 may mean that there simply 
won’t be enough to go around. 

If you can’t wait to get online though, there is 
another route, one that won't involve Sony.

BAs we went to press, Sony Japan unveiled 
the PSX, essentially a PS2 reworked and 
given added functionality to attract the non- 
or casual-gaming electronics consumer.

T he PlayStation3 was originally due for 
release in 2007, with the throbbing, meaty 
Cell engine sitting at the heart of the console, 
doing all kinds of amazing things. But the 
Xbox changed all that. On its release, the 
Xbox changed overnight gamers! expectations 
of what a next-gen console should deliver, 
and Sony immediately set about changing 
their plans, not to mention their pants. 

Sony's initial response to the growing 
Xbox menace was to bump the PS3's 
release date up to 2005, but that left a 
small problem.The Cell was going to take 
a lot longer to develop than that. For a 
time, stories flew around about the Cell 
not making it into the PS3 at all, but just 
before going to press, we learned that 
Sony is investing heavily in new chip 
production plants and manufacturing 
techniques, perhaps in order to accelerate 
development of the Cell. One new 
production plant, being built by Toshiba 
at a cost of 200 billion Yen, is to go on-line 
in 2004. Rumours abound that Sony is 
investing 40-50 billion Yen in this plant.

any lag time that could bog down the 
framerate. In order to accomplish this feat, 
a new microprocessor was announced, 
claiming to be 1,000 times faster than the 
PS2 (highly unlikely).The heart of this 
processor was to be the Cell.The Cell is 
being developed jointly by IBM,Toshiba 
and Sony. It's a complex idea, but the 
basic theory is that on each chip are a 
number of separate powerful chips 
which work in parallel, delivering a huge 
performance gain.The key to success is in 
how the chips work together, not their 
individual power, which is why the Sony 
has signed up Rambus to deliver the 
technology that moves the vast amounts 
of data around as quickly as possible. 



Very little is known al 
capabilities, other than it may 
parallel with other computers on 
in a process known as'distrib 
computing!This has led to some 
speculation that each PS3 could be 
networked and share the spare ca 
the network. Sounds great for a closed 
system in a corporate environment (the Cell 
chip will pop up all over the place), but for 
millions of games machines that may or 
may not be online at any one time?

The Cell project is an outgrowth of 
Sony's GSCube project with the movie 
production studios.These workstations 
combine 16 sets of graphics chips from 
the PS2 in a single box, to achieve 100 
times the processing power of a single 
game console.These powerhouse 
rendering machines were used to create 


characters for animated films, including 
Final Fantasy: The Spirits Within and Antz.

It’s frustrating when the English- 
language game already exists in the US. The US version includes the 
expansion disc, Rise of Ziraat , which launched some six months 
after the original game in Japan.
